FARMERS MAY SELL 
TAX CERTIFICATES 


Growers in Drouth Area 
May Dispose of Quota 
Rights to Those With 
Better Yields,AAARules 


WASHINGTON, Aug. §&.--(4)—- 
A drouth-hit cotton crop of 9,195,- 
000 bales, the shortest since 1896, 
save for 1921, was forecast today, 
but Secretary Wallace said the farm | 
administration would carry on with 
the Bankhead production control act. 

The cotton futures market shot up 
$2.50 a bale today to the highest 
levels in four years following the gov- 
ernment’s estimate, The report came 
as a bullish surprise, although the 
general run of privat. estimates fig- 
ured the crop at well under 10,- 
000,000 bales. 

14-Cent Cotton. 

In the excited and heavy buying 
prompted by the official estimate, the 
trade renewed its acquaintance with 
14-cent cotton after a lapse of nearly 
five years. The March contract just 
reached this level, while the May and 
July positions crossed it by a small 
margin, 

Spot cotton joined in the sweeping 
advance made by futures, Atlanta’s 
quotation for middling standing at 
13.65 cents a pound at the close of 
trading, a net advance of 45 points. 
New York closed at 13.75 and New 
Orleans at 15.63. 

Security markets failed to share 
in the wide gains scored in cotton 
and grain but New York stocks did 
shake off their hesitancy enough dur- 
ing the last hour to close with mod- 
erate gains for the day. 

Short of Tax Limit. 

The prospective cotton yield is 1,- 
265,251 bales short of the total tax- 
exempt production of 19,460,251 bales 
2 ig gon under the Bankhead act, 
ut its application the secretary said 
at his press conference is going ahead 
“full steam.” 

Farmers are given certificates rep- 
resenting quotas for tax-exempt pro- 
duction. 

May Sell Certificates. 

Noting that the crop in the south- 
west—particularly in Texas and Okla- 
homa—seems liksly to fall far below 
the quotas permitted those _ states, 
Wallace said southwestern growers 
would be allowed to sell certificates 
they do not need to farmers east of 
the Mississippi, where generally the 
yield apparentiy is going to he better

Early this morning a 
prowler attempted to open a window 
of the quintuplets’ room. He wax 
frightened away by nurses and 
guards and escaped in a motorcar.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(UP)— 
With the “New Deal” emerging un- 
sullied from the three more primary 
contests, the administration tonight 
turned anxious eyes toward Califor- 
nia, where a hot battle for the guber- 
natorial nomination has imperiled the 
entire democratic congressional dele- 
gation. 

A successor to the late Governor 
James Rolph Jr., republiean, will be 
nominated on August 28, Four re- 
publicans and nine demotrate are: itr 
the race. The democratic choice lies 
between George Creel, director of prop- 
aganda for the government during. the 
World War, and Upton Sinclair, au- 
thor and socialist. 

Vote To Be Close. 

Reports reaching the capita! at this 
stage of the campaign indicate the 
vote will be close. Party leaders ad- 
mit privately they are worried. They 
point out that the democratic organi- 
zation in the often rock-ribbed repub- 
lican state is young and vulnerable. 

Nine of the 11 members of the dem- 
ocratic congressional delegation served 
their first team in the “New Deal” 
congress. ‘They expect to cash in on 
the great popularity which President 
Roosevelt still enjoys. 

Nomination of Sinclair would place 
the state organization in the position 
of espousing the author’s highly so- 
cialistic theories and alienate thou- 
sands of conservative votes normally 
democratic, administration authorities 
pointed out, 

Such a situation, it was stated, 
would present a serious threat to the 
re-election of democratic congressional!

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 8.—(*)— 
For two hours today Mike Moss, once 
a powerful figure in the banking and 
political life of New Orleans, sat be- 
fore a federal grand jury and told 
what he knew about income taxes 
filed by Huey Long and his political 
associates during Long’s gubernatorial 
administration. 

After his testimony the grand jury 
recessed and not a person connected 
with the investigation would say a 
word. Moss left the federal building 
under guard of a federal agent and 
District Attorney Rene Viosca said he 
had nothing to say. 

For months a squad of treasury de- 
partment agents have been investi- 
gating the income tax returns of Long 
and some dozen of his political asso- 
ciates. Their efforts were spurred 
when Mike Boss, who retreated to his 
ranch in Arizona when his Union 
Indemnity Company crashed and car- 
ried down several other institutions, 
gave an affidavit to the federal agents 
telling of various transactions that 
passed through his banking and in- 
surance house. 

Immediately he was placed under 
a federal grand jury subpoena and a 
federal bodygurd provided him on the 
ranch. He was brought from Arizona 
to New Orleans by the agent and es- | 
corted before the grand jury to tes- | 
tify. ; | 

The investigating agents, who are in 
command of the agent who prepared 
the evidence that sent Al Capone to 
the penitentiary for failure to pay fed- 
eral income taxes, will not discuss the 
case. It is known, however, that they 
have questioned more than a dozen 
of Long's political captains in an ef- 
fort to determine if they and Long 
had made proper returns to the gov- 
ernment, 

Before Mike Moss’ financial enter- 
prises struck the rocks, he was a close 
business and personal friend of Sey- 
mour Weiss, Long’s political treasurer. 


During the United States senate 
committee's investigation of Senator 
John H. Overton, a Long associate, 
Julius Long, Huey’s brother, testified 
that he had seen Mike Moss hand 
Huey Long large packets of money 
which Long would shove in his pocket.

THOMSON HEARS 
TALMADGE HAILED 
AS PEOPLE'S ALLY 


Governor Termed Tom 
Watson’s Successor in 
Fight To Get Fair Deal 
for Georgia Masses.

THOMSON, Ga., Aug. 8.—Hailed 
by Mayor Randall Evans, of this 
city, the home town of the late great 
Thomas E. Watson, as Watson's suc- 
cessor in protecting the common peo- 
ple, Governor Eugene Talmadge to- 
day resumed his mpaign for re- 
‘election here with a speech which 
embodied chiefly the principles for 
which Watson fought so many years, 
lowered utility rates and a “fair deal 
for the masses from the corporations.” 

Speaking in a wooded grove in the 
heart of Thomson where Watson him- 
self launched so many of his famous 
campaigns, the governor, after receiv- 
ing the blessing of the late senator's 
brother, W. A. Watson, for the first 
time since his re-election campaign 
got under way centered bis fire on 
the public utilities and charged that 
if he had not sought to reduce their 
rates he would have been re-elected 
without opposition. 

“Everyone in Georgia knows that 
it was my fight against the big 
power companies, the railroads and 
the telephone companies which 
brought opposition to me,” the chief 
executive declared. “There has been 
nothing from my opposition on what 
the public service commission has 
done. They have approved the cheap 
automobile tag and they have approved 
my plan for paying the school teach- 
ers and the Confederate veterans, 
but they have not said anything about 
my fight for lower utility rates. And 
their silence thunders. The people 
know they say nothing because they 
are againat everything that I have 
done to save money for the masses in 
electric light bills, telephone bills and 
freight bills.” 

Praises President Roosevelt. 

The governor reiterated his friend- 
ship for President Roosevelt and said 
that in fighting for lower utility 
rates he is carrying on the same pro- 
gram in Georgia that Roosevelt car- 
ried on in New York when he was 
governor of that state, and praised 
the president for putting through con- 
gress the recently enacted Johnson 
bill which forces public utilities to 
fight state rate cases in the state 
courts and prevents them from going 
into the federal courts. 

“The Johnson hili is the thing that 
gives the people of Georgia and all 
other states a chance to get fair rates 
and that bill was put through by our 
president,” th. governor said. “My op- 
position tried to beat me by saying a 
pardon racket when it is easily proven 
that they are the ones who want a 
“ener racket. They tried to beat me 
y. saying that I was not fair with 
organized labor when all labor, or- 
ganized and unorganized knows that 
Gene Talmadge is the best friend they 
have. Now they want to beat me by 
saying that I’m against Roosevelt. I 
don’t blame them for trying because 
the leaders of the opposition wish 
mighty hard that they had a Roose- 
velt with his sunny smile and his 
heartening voice to run against Tal- 
madge. But they haven’t got him. In 
Georgia it’s not Roosevelt against 
Talmadge, it’s Roosevelt and Tal- 
madge.” 

The governor called the roll of 
counties in this section and found 
more than a score represented in the 
crowd which was estimated by J. H. 
Turner, chairman of the board of 
Richmond county commissioners and 
others at hetween 10,000 and 
12,000. In calling the roll the gover- 
nor asked the county delegations how 
the race was going at home and all 
assured him that he will carry their 
counties. 

Watson Meetings Recalled.

For instance the stein hoisters pour 
beer down their throats to the tax 
tune of $103,915,651.45 whereas the

GIVEN RADIO STATIONS 


Trade Commission Points 
Out That Programs Must 
Be Inspected. 


Radio stations which fail to submit 
their programs to the federal trade 
commission for inspection as to false 
advertising received a warning today. 

Ewin L. Davis, trade commissioner, 
said: 

“Most stations have co-operated to 
the fullest but those who have and do 
not may expect that we shall keep 
especially close watch on them and 
that the communications commission 
will likewise be kept fully informed 
of the situation.” 

Davis was largely instrumental in 
starting the campaign to clean up 
radio advertising on the same basis 
that newspaper and periodica]) “ads” 
have been checked by the trade com- 
mission for years. 

Several weeks ago the commission 
asked copies of advertising “continui- 
ties” on the air. Since then a number 
of advertisers and broadcasters have 
been informed that they were adver- 
tising falsely so as to compete un- 
fairly. 

In July. the commission received 
1,364 weekly reports. The 10 net- 
works all have complied with the re- 
quest. : 

Davis said he hoped the few hold- 
out broadcasters would comply, since 
the commission is undertaking no pun-i 
tive expedition, 

“It is only,” he said, “that we wish 
to apply the same yardstick to radio 
advertising that we have long applied 
to newspapers, and there is no reason 
to expect radio will not comply as 
fully as the newspapers.” :

View Nation as Chinese 


Manchus 
Salvation Can Best Be 
Accomplished by Divi- 
sions. 


(This is the twenty-first in Mr. 
Clarke’s series of articles on the 
Far East.)

HSINKING, Manchukuo — (By 
Mail)—-The world may have the im- 
pression that in Manchukuo a new 
“melting pot” nation is. being created 
in the far east—the population of 
which would be neither fish, flesh nor 
fowl in comparison to the racial puri- 
ty of its neighbors—but no such opin- 
ion is held by the Chinese who have 
been placed at the head of the new 
state by the Japanese. 

In their minds they have no in- 
tention of building a half-caste nativn. 
Instead they have their shoulders ¢t 
the wheel for the single purpose o 
creating a new Chinese nation—one in 
which the government will, in reality, 
be “of, for and by the people.” This 
is the slogan enunciated by Sun Yat 
Sen, which has been shouted from the 
house tops for 20 years by the so-call- 
ed democratic government of China

New Chinese Nation. 

Minister of Foreign Affairs Hsieh 
Chieh Shih, of the Manchukuoan gov- 
ernment, leaves no doubt as to the 
kind of nation being created out of 
what were once the northern provinces 
of China, in his statement to the repre- 
sentative of the North American 
Newspaper Alliance that “it must be 
borne in mind in considering the fu- 
ture of Manchukuo that in. creating 
this new state we are establishing a 


new Chinese nation. To that end, 
we must retain the true spirit of the 
Chinese people. and it is our ambition 
and hope to build an efficient and 
stable government in line with that 
spirit. 

“The Chinese people, whether lo- 
cated in China proper or Manchukuo, 
are all one people. The trouble in 
the past has been that the Chinese 
officials, especially since the estab- 
lishment of the Kuomintang govern- 
ment, have failed to represent prop- 
erly the spirit of the Chinese people, 
or to protect their interests. They 
have thought only of amassing per- 


ation of the new state of Manchukuo. 


“We consider that the establishment 
of a. sound, honest and efficient guv- 
ernment in Manchuria—a government 
directly concerned with the welfare of 
the people—will not only assist in 
safeguarding the peace of the far east, 
but will also serve as an example to 
our oppressed brothers in China. 


Must Extend Order. 


“We are aware that to have peace 
and order and a stable government in 
Manchukuo is not enough; that it is 
necessary for the future peace not 
only of the far east, but of the world, 
that China itself attain, as soon as 
possible, the same sort of stable gov- 
ernment.” 

There is no doubt in the mind of 
this straight-talking and experienced 
Chinese diplomat as to the best and 
quickest way that the problem of what 
to do about China can be solved, He 
believes that further division of the 
huge country—an area one and a half 
times the size of the United States— 
into several states, will make it pos- 
sible for strong central governments 
to be created in each of these po- 
litical subdivisions. It is interesting

Enlarging upon his expressed belief 
that further partition of China will 
accelerate the coming of an era of 
good government for the people. of 
that country, Minister Hsieh says: 

“China has been tov large a coun- 
try, with too great a population, to be 
governed under one tule under modern 
conditions. Different sections of the 
country not only have different lang- 
uages, but also different customs and 
special problems. 

“In my opinion it would be best if, 
in addition to Manchukuo, there were 
established in what is now China three 
or four separate governments, so far 
as local administration is concerned. 
These could be, for the purpose of 
foreign relatiouship, united into a 
loose form of federation. 

“So long as China had a single rul- 
er, unity was possible, but with the 
destruction of the monarchy the sole 
bond of union disappeared; hence 
what 1 propose appears to me to be 
the best solution of the problem of 
China’s future. 

“lo that end, the Manchukuoa gov- 
ernment is anxious to co-operate in 
every way possible. We Chinese, sub- 
jects of Manchukuo, are biood broth- 
ers of the Chinese in China proper 
and there is no reason why we should 
not work together in peace and friend. 
ship.” 

Closer Relations. 


Those familiar with far eastern con- 
ditions see significant progress to- 
wards the resumption of more intimate 
relations between the Chinese of Man- 
chukuo and the Chinese of China prop- 
er in recent developments. Within the 

ast few weeks customs posts have 

en erected by the Nanking govern- 
ment at various places along the Great 
Wall: railruad schedules between Peip- 
ing and Mukden have been resumed. 
and there has been a decided lesscn- 
ing of the Chinese boycott of Man- 
churian goods and products. 

Of greater significance is the belief 
now rapidly spreading that Chiang 
Kai-shek, able war lord of China and 
who is as much a dictator in Nanking 
ns Mussolini is in Rome, has come 
to the decision that nothing is to be 
gained by further protest over the 
creation of Manchukuo and that the 
best thing for China to do will be to 
enter relations with the new state so 
intimate as to be tantamount to recog- 
nition, 

May Be Recognized. 


Remarkable as it may seem, there 
are those in the far east who are now 
openly predicting that China will be 
the next nation ta formally recognize 
Manchukuo. Just how that will be 
accomplished in view of the fact that 
China is a member of the League of 
Nations. which has put thumbs down 
on the new state, is somewhat nivstify- 
ing—but it should be remembered that 
strange things are the rule rather than 
the exception in this part of the uni- 
verse and the unexpected occurs far 
more frequently than in the west. 

It seems inevitable that the rela- 
tions between Manchukuo and China 
will grow increasingly intimate.

DEPOSITS INSURANCE 
COSTS CENTS AST 000 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(4)—The 
federal deposit insurance corporation 
reported today the cost of insuring 
bank deposits. for the first six months 


of operation, amounted to less than 6 
cents per $1,000. 

The insurance corporation virtually 
guarantees individual bank deposits, 
in member institutions, up to $5,000.. 
The banks are assessed to pay for the 
insurance fund. 

The corporation said only one bank 
whose deposits were insured, an East 
Peoria, Ill., institution, had failed 
during the six months ending June 30. 
The insured deposit liabilities amount- 
ed to $123,000. Four insured banks, 


however, have closed since June 30. 

The insured accounts on June 30 
numbered 56.000,000. representing de- 
posits of $16,000.000,000, although the 
withdrawal of 188 institutions at the 
close of the six-month period reduced 
these figures to 50.000.000 insured ac- 
counts and about $12,000,000,000 of 
insured deposits. 

f the corporation’s total assets of 
$328,610,164, investment in govern- 
ment bonds accounted for $227,782,- 
343, and cash on deposit with the 
treasury totaled $99.247,340. Assess- 
ment refunds payable to withdrawing 
members amount to $9,273,783. 

Leo T. Crowley, chairman of the 
corporation, said securities held had 
risen approximately $7,500.000 in 
market value since their purchase, al- 
though carried on the books at cost. 

Investment income in the six months 
amounted to more than two-thirds of 
operating expenses. As the corpora- 
tion has invested more of its funda, 
Crowley said, income has grown until 
it now amounts to $19.500 daily com- 
pared with expenses of $9.000. The 
average interest yield is 3.17 per cent.

e has disappointed his most enthusi- 
astic backers, who thonght he was 
capable of running a full race. 

“Ed Gilliam started in low, then 
shifted to second, and when the race 
comes down to the homestretch you 
will find him running neck and neck 
with Talmadge. 

“That is my best judgment and my 
honest judgment about the present 
status. If I were the ordinary run- 
of-mine politician and the ordinary 
run-of-mine candidate, I would make 
you a prediction that I am going to 
run ahead of the governor, but I 
make no such prediction. 

- I say is this: If you want 
Governor Talmadge re-elected, go to 
the polls and vote for him on Sep- 
tember 12. That's the best help I 
can suggest your giving him. 

“But if you want him defeated, 
withhold your opinion until Tal- 
madge, Pittman and Gilliam come 
down the homestretch. Then vote for 
Pittman or vote for Gilliam, accord- 
ing to which one is leading then, 
against the governor. 

“Governor Talmadge would have 

you believe that all your problems 
of government will be solved by the 
Bimple expedient of giving him a sec- 
ond term. 
“Judge Pittman would have you be- 
lieve that all your problems of gov- 
ernment will be solved by throwing 
out the governor and electing Judge 
Pittman in his place. 

“I respectfully dispute both of 
these propositions. You are not going 
to get anywhere with Governor Tal- 
madze unless he comes forward with 
@ constructive revision and reform of 
our revenue system. which he has not 
done. He may talk from now until 
doom’s day about a $3 tag for your 
fmutomobile, which is child’s play and 
foolishness, 

“Judge Pittman may try to tell 
you that the financial problems of 
your state government will be com- 
pletely solved by throwing out Tal- 
madge and electing him governor, But 
the judge as yet has not brought for- 
ward one single constructive proposal. 

Gilliam announced he would speak 
Thursday morning at Washington and 
Thursday afternoon at Elberton.

make it impossible for him to work 
them more than eight hours in any 
24-hour period. 

“Wilful Violation” Charged. 

“This action,” Geiger said, “was 
necessary because of Whitley's delib- 
erate and wilful violation of the law, 
in which he has persisted since his 
arrest on July 28 for 70 such viola- 
tions on evidence furnished to the gov- 
ernment by his own employes, who 
were the only source of the informa- 
tion on which the government’s action 
was predicated.” 
| On July 28 Whitley_came to At- 
Yanta from his home in LaGrange and 
surrendered to United States Marshal 
Charles Cox to answer charges in & 
criminal information. He made bond 
of $5,000 and trial was set In fed- 
eral court in Macon on November 5. 

Geiger said that since the time of 
his arrest, Whitley has continued to 
“underpay and overwork his em- 
ployes” in violation of the NRA.

Governing Traffic in Liquor 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(*)— 
The country’s distillers have asked the 
treasury for stricter. liquor law en- 
forcement which would probably de- 
crease their own sales. 


An appeal for special efforts to 
curb the shipment of tax-paid liquor 
into dry states has been made, offi- 
cials said today, to the alcohol tax 
unit of Secretary Morgenthau’s de- 
partment. 

As a result, inquiries are being 
made into a number of cases where 
wholesalers in wet states adjoining 
dry territory are receiving shipments 
regarded as in excess of requirements 
in their own legitimate business area.

IN DODGE SLAYING 


Suspect Jailed at Jones- 
boro in Killing of Road- 
house Manager. 


JONESBORO, Ga., Aug. 8.—A 
young man booked as Jack Gibson and 
wanted here in connection with the 
slaying of Stanley Dodge, 30, man- 
ager of the Sunset tourist camp and 
roadhouse near here on the night of 
February 19, was arrested at Holly 
Springs in Cherokee county Tuesday 
night and lodged in jail here by Sheriff

On the night of February 27, a man 
giving the name of Victor Pierce, was 
arrested in connection with the slay- 
ing and was identified by Mrs. Dodge 
and Samples as one of the holdup 
men. He had a wound in the shoul- 
der and following his recovery he es- 
caped from jail on July 2. 

Acting on a tip that Pierce was at 
Holly Springs, Sheriff Adams and the 
Fulton deputies went there Tuesday 
night, but found Gibson instead, it 
heing alleged that he was in the party 
the night of the slaying. Gibson de- 
nies the charge. The Dodges were 
from Toledo, Ohio, and Mrs. Dodge 
and Samples are expected to be here 
when the case is called to pass on 
the identity of Gibson.

Cuts in Power Rates 


Made for Carolinas 


' CHARLOTTE, N. C., Aug. 8.—(?) 
The Duke Power Company and its 
subsidiary, the Southern Public Utili- 
ties Company, have agreed on reduc- 
tions -totaling approximately $1,337,- 
000 annually for consumers in the two 
Carolinas, it. was announced here to- 
night. 

First announcement of the reduc- 
tions came from state utilities regula- 
tory bodies in Columbia and Raleigh, 
which revealed the new rates had been 
agreed upon during private negotia- 
tions instead of the usual rate hear- 
ings, which in the past have resulted 
in numerous court actions. 

The new rates, affecting practically 
all classes of consumers, will save 
North Carolinans approximately 
$997,000 annuaNy and South Caro- 
linans $380,000, officials estimated. 


Dewberry Pay Hike 
Is Vetoed by Mayor 


Mayor James L. Key Wednesday 
afternoon vetoed a $25 monthly raise 
for L. Glenn Dewberry, superintendent 
of the city hall, assigning as his rea- 
sons the necessity for maintaining city 
credit, lack of funds, and the con- 
tention that all employes’ salaries 
should be restored on the same per- 
centage basis instead of piecemeal. 
The mayor has vetoed virtually ev- 
ery pay hike which reached his desk, 
adopting a consistent attitude in the 
matter, but council and the aldermanic 
board have overriden his vetoes, mus- 
tering the required two-thirds major- 
ity. in almost every instance. 

In vetoing the measure, the mayor 
cited the necessity at Monday's coun- 
cil session of diverting about $40,000 
from the interest account to meet 
emergencies in various city depart- 
ments. He said the diversion was 
made with a pledge that any addition- 
al money collected would be used to 
replace it. He expressed doubt that 
sufficient funds would be available 
to meet the interest demands.

COTTON PRICES SOAR. 

Under the influence of the low- 
est government crop report in 13 
years, cotton quotations Wednesday 
reached 14 cents for the first time 
in four years. 

The estimate of 9,186,000 bales 
is several hundred thousand lower 
than the figure anticipated, and the 
immediate result. was an avalanche 
of buying orders that sent all prices 
to new highs. A significant fea- 
ture of the buying stampede is the 
fact that a large per cent of the 
orders came from trade and com- 
mission houses and frcm represent- 
atives of foreign interests. 

The upward swing having been 
the result of buying by cotton con- 
sumers and not having been caused 
by speculative activity, it is prob- 
able that the high prices will 
stiffen, with no appreciable retro- 
gression. It will not be surprising, 
in view of the extremely short crop 
predicted, if furtheg rises are ex- 
perienced. 

The analysis of the crop. by 
states reveals that Georgia cotton 
growers stand to reap a golden har- 
vest from the increased prices, they 
having produced an almost normal 
crop while the western cotton belt 
shows a tremendous drop. 

The condition of last year’s big 
crop was recorded on August 1 as 
74.2 normal. This yéar’s crop is 
put at 60 per cent for the whole 
cotton belt, but at 69 per cent for 
Georgia. The usually huge Texas 
crop is put at only 48, with Okla- 
homa 42 and Arkansas 57. 

Alabama, Mississippi and Georgia, 
the big cotton-producing states east 
of the Mississippi, all have crops in 
practically normal condition. This 
means that the growers in these 
states will benefit from the short- 
ness of the western crop, which is 
responsible for the rise in prices 
recorded on the various exchanges 
Wednesday. 

: Georgia's production this year is 
estimated at approximately 900,000 
bales. This fine crop, if sold at 
prices near those now quoted, will 
put agriculture in this state square-| 
ly back on its feet. It practically 
assures that there will be more 
money in in Georgia 
next fall than at any time since

AUSTRIA ACCEPTS VON PAPEN. 


The acceptance by the Austrian 
cabinet of Franz von Papen as new 
German minister should bring an 
immediate lessening of the tension 
between the two governments which 
became intensified following the 
assassination, and may 
prove the turning point from which 
political conditions on the continent 
may begin to improve. 

So far as the peace of Europe is 
concerned, the selection and ac- 
ceptance of von Papen as Berlin’s 
diplomatic representative at Vienna 
is particularly happy. There is no 
other figure of sufficient promi- 
nence in the Hitler regime to war- 
rant ‘being given the appointment 
who is not a nazi. Von Papen is 
not only not a member of the nazi 
organization but has plainly shown 
in the past his antagonism to many 
of the Hitlér policies. 

His record in this respect, com- 
bined with the fact that he is a 
member of the Catholic church, un- 
doubtedly were the controlling in- 
fluences that led to Mis acceptance 
by the Schuschnigg cabinet. 

As one of the most astute diplo- 
mats in Europe, von Papen may be 
counted upon to leave no stone un- 
turned to improve the relations be- 
tween Germany and Austria. Since 
the tense conditions of these rela- 
tions are now the chief threat to 
the peace of Europe, their improve- 
ment will consequently be of di- 
rect benefit to the general political 
situation on the continent. 

In all probability the acceptance 
of von Papen will meet with the 
approval of the major European 
powers directly involved or inter- 
ested in the Austrian situation. 
While his presence in Vienna may 
strengthen Germany’s chances to 
come to a closer understanding 
with the Austrian government, a de- 
velopment that no other power 
would like, it will at least be an 
assurance against diplomatic blun- 
ders such as in the past have led 
to serious troubles and, in some 
instances, war. 

The position of the Schuschnigg 
cabinet is none too strong, at best. 
The new chancellor has none of 
the fiery ardor nor compelling per- 
sonality of Dollfuss. His regime 
must stand upon its accomplish- 
ments, with the probability that a 
single blunder or unwise step will 
bring Ybout its downfall. 

Should this happen, internal #s- 
orders would certainly spring up 
and again the peace of the conti- 
nent would be threatened. Since 
with von Papen as German minister 
the relations between the two coun- 
tries can be expected to improve, 
the unusual situation. will be pre- 
sented of a cabinet being strength- 
ened by the presence of the dip- 
lomatic representative of a country 
charged with being antagonistic to 
its existénce. ‘

Insulted But Not 
Defamed. 


Can a barber’s refusal to shave a 
person be construed as defamation? 
This is an interesting point of law 
which was recently settled by the ad- 
ditional judicial commissioner of Nag- 


the decision of a sessions judge, The 
dispute arose in a village of the Bila- 
spur district, India on a ceremonial 
occasion which requires the heads of 
all-devout Hindus to be shaved clean. 
The village barber, a man named 
Prag, had shaved the heads of a num- 
ber of people, when one Dular came 
forward as a customer. Prag waved 
him aside and said: “Next gentleman, 
please !” 

“Why,” said the indignant Dular, 
“am I not a gentleman, too?” He 
went on to assert that he was of 
the same caste as others who had 
secured the services of Prag without 
any difficulty. But Prag refused to 
argue, and persisted in his refusal to 
deal with this particular client. Dular 
felt aggrieved and took the case to 
court. The judge imposed a fine of 
10 rupees on the barber, holding that 
he had harmed his customer's reputa- 
tion. The case came up in appeal, 
and the issues were whether the bar- 
ber was under any legal obligation 
to shave all and sundry, and wheth- 
er his refusal to do so in this case 
had harmed the reputation of the 
complainant. The judge held that at 
the worst, the barber’s conduct might 
have amounted to a deliberate insult, 
but could not be regarded as an of- 
fense of defamation. The court, there- 
fore, ordered that the fine of 10 ru- 


eae be refunded to the barber. Bar- 
ers always have the last word! 


Inquisition 
Abolished. 


Various commemorative ceremonies 
have been held lately in Madrid and 
other Spanish cities to celebrate the 
first certtenary of the inquisition. It 
is true the institution had been pre- 
viously abolished by Napoleon, but 
it was re-established by King Ferdi- 
nand VII, when he regained his 
throne. It had been in operation 
since the beginning of the thirteenth 
century. It was a dreadful and dread- 
ed institution, which murdered tens 
of thousands, nay hundreds of thou- 
sands of people. Its most remarkable 
achievement was the sentencing to 
death, as heretics, on February 16, 
668, as every boy born in Flanders 
knows, .of the entire population of the 
Netherlands. 

“Three millions of people: men, 
women and children,” says Motley, 
“were sentenced to the scaffold in 
three lines.” The inquisition succced- 
ed in stamping out Protestantism in 
the southern Netherlands, now called 
Belgium, but in Holland, the Re- 
formation triumphed, not without 75,- 
000 victims first having paid the price 
of their steadfastness in the new faith, 
however.

THE UNCONSIDERED ESSEN- 
TIALS IN FOOD. 

For years physicians and health au- 
thorities have preached the impor- 
tance of vitamins and of mineral com- 
ponents in food. Few laymen have 
listened, or if they have heard they 
have not heeded. People who suffer 
health impairment from deficiencies 
in their diet—and obesity is one such 
effect of deficiency—seldom trouble to 
do anything about it until they are 
pretty far gone. 

Soon after the medical authorities 
began their campaign of education of 
the public about these essentials, food 
manipulators began adding a dash of 
this or that vitamin to their devital- 
ized products and screaming to the 
public about it. What little the aver- 
age layman knows about food acces- 
sories he has gleaned from the bally- 
hoo of food jugglers. 

In referring to obesity as an effect 
of deficiency in, food I mean that be- 
cause the ordinary dietary is poor in 
vitamins and minerals there is an in- 
stinctive desire to take more food than 
the body can readily handle, and the 
excess accumulates as fat. I do not 
mean to imply that some particular 
vitamin prevents obesity. If the great- 
er part of our food were natural, and 
not manufactured or modified by proc- 
essing, a more moderate intake would 
satisfy hunger, and there would be 
less surplus to store as fat. 

Vitamins naturally present in foods 


destrovred by numerous processes to 
which the food is subjected in the re- 
fining or by cooking. 

Minerals are removed by refining 
and to a certain extent by boiling and 
throwing away the water in which 
the food has been boiled. 

From years of habit most of us 
have acquired taste for refined white 
bleached flour, which retains only a 
trifling proportion of the minerals 
and none of the vitamins present in 
wheat. From bad education we have 
learned to like refined white sugar 
which retains less than one-hundredth 
of the mineral matter present in crude 
brown sugar. Through bad education 
we have trained our children to gob- 
ble down all sorts of refined breakfast

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He had that sort of a house at Dover Hall where the 
sea was just a few yards away and where the marsh hens 
called and the silver fish leaped in the sun.

HIS GREAT CAREER. 

His career was a great one. I like to think back to 
about 1883 when the story goes that a youngster on 
a fish wagon, delivering fish and meat from his father’s 
store, stopped to solicit dimes to help buy uniforms for 
the kids’ team in Hudson, Mass. 

“Billy Fish,” they called him. 

And from that start he went on to the Haverhill 
team and thence to the Athletics. He grew up with the 
game. He played under almost every rule that the game 
has known and the changes in rules have been many. 

He caught bare-handed. He was the first catcher to 
move up under the bat and catch them there. 

His stories are legion. Some day when there is 
time they will all be written. He trained in Cuba with 
the Athletics in 1887. 

He was with the Old Orioles from the time their 
greatness began until the team was disbanded. He was 
catcher and captain. 

He brought Brooklyn from bankruptcy to riches. 

He was the man without an enemy. All the old 
phrases, time-worn, keep crowding to the front. But 
there is one, “To know him was to love him.” And it 
was true. 

His heart was as big as his big body. 

The greatest of the Old Orioles—his passing was 
such a shock that the baseball world almost refused to 
believe it as the words went out on the wire last night. 
But it was the way he wanted to ickly. And it 
was a kind fate that brought Colonel T. L. Huston to 
lunch with him Wednesday. : 

It was an untimely end as are all great masterpieces 
of confusion by the Old Man with the Hour Glass. But 
the world is better and richer for his having been in it.

Legion, delivered a eulogy honoring 
the Mayos. : 

“For fifty years you have given 
tireless, skillful and unselfish service 
here in this state and city,” Presi- 


dent Roosevelt told the brothers, Drs. 
William J. and Charles H. Mayo, 
operators of the Mayo clinic. 

“These fifty years, the span of your 
médical practice, have covered prob- 
ably the most remarkable period in 
the history of science. 

“But despite the progress you have 
seen and that you have helped to 
accomplish, the restless spirit of 
acience prompts you to see new vis- 
ions of achievement. 

“Those of us who are concerned 
with the problems of government and 
economics are under special obliga- 
tion to modern medicine in two very 
important respects. 

“In the first place, it has taught 
us that with patience and applica- 
tion and skill and courage it is pox- 
sible for human beings to control 
and improve conditions under which 
they live, and it has taught us how 
deyotion to the public good. unselfish 
service, never ending consideration of 
human needs are in themselves con- 
quering forces. 

“Democracy looks to the day when 
these virtues will be required and ex- 
pected of those who serve the pub- 
lic officially and unofficially.”

After luncheon at the Dr. Charles 
Mayo estate, Mayowood, the presi- 
dential party entered automobiles and 
was whisked to Winona. 

At Lake City he dedicated a $36.-

FD. R. AGTION ASKED 
~— IN TRUGKERS’ STRIKE 


By the Associated Press. 

An appeal to President Roosevelt 
to take immediate steps to end the 
23-day-old strike of truck drivers was 
made yesterday by a citizens’ group at 
Minneapolis. 

‘ They charged that they were being 
deprived of their rights by military 
control. 

At the same time, Governor. Olson 
suspended the military court there. 

Striking employes of the American 
Distillery Company at Pekin, IIl., 
where five persons were hurt Tues- 
day in a clash between pickets and 
guards. abandoned their demand for a 
closed shop and submitted a plan for 
ending the strike. 

Garment Strike Spreads. 

A strike of garment makers, initiat- 
ed at New York, spread to Newark, 
Union City and other New Jersey 
cities, Union officials said 3,000 work- 
ers had joined the 18,000 striking knit- 
goods employes of New York. 

Several clashes were broken up at 
the Missouri Garment Company fac- 
tory at Kansas City. Two pickets of 
the International Ladies’ Garmen 
Workers’ Union were arrested on 
charges of disturbing the peace. 

Attempts by union sympathizers to 
picket the plant of the Gregory and 
Reed Wood Heel Company at Malden, 
Miss., led to nearly 100 arrests. 
Workers within the plant continued at 
their jobs. 

Violence was feared near Sioux 
Falls, 8. D., as a crowd of striking 
relief workers prepared to go to the 
Harrisburg dam “ projects about 15 
miles away in an effort to force re- 
lief workers of Lee county. to join in 
the strike, 

Only two of the 400 employes of 
the Franklin County Coal Company 
at Benton, Ill, went to work after 
learning that the company was pre- 
pared to pay but 50 per cent of the 
wages due August 15. 

Indiana Workers Meet. 

All employes of the Carbide-Carbon 
Company at Hammond, Ind., were 
summoned to a meeting to discuss the 
reopening of the plant, closed for more 
than a week by a walkout of 35 men, 
The company employed 865 persons. 

The president of the Tennessee 
Manufacturers’ Association, John E. 
Edgerton, sent to NRA Administrator 
Hugh Johnson his “objections to your 
reconsideration of the altogether fair 
adjustment of the difficulties at Har- 
riman.,”’

Mr. Richards now 
led his king of trumps—the first time 
trumps had been touched—and South 
was thrown in the lead with his lone 
ace, South, of course, was now help- 
less. The lead »f any red card would 
permit the discard of one of dummy’'s 
clubs, while obviously the lead of a 
club automatically establishes the club 
finesse for Mr. Richards, 

A great mavy declarers on this 
hand would automatically ae 
ed trumps at trick 2 and gambled the 
fulfillment of the contract upon a 
subsequent club finesse. Mr. Rich- 
ards, however, played for another pos- 
sibility which gave him one extra 
chance. On Mr. Richards’ line of 
play. if the North player held the 
spade ace and after winning it led a 
club, the finesse always could 
taken as a last resort. With the 
spade ace blank in the South hand, 
however, the contract was safe, even 
though the club king was located in 
back of the ace. 

The moral of this story, if it has 
one, would appear to be that one 
should lead the ace of trumps against 
a small slam contract to avoid subse- 
quent end-plays. But remember—this 
is but one hand in millions.

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FROM LOG TO OCEAN LINER. 
IX—Famous Steamers. 

One of the most famous ships ever 
built was the “Great Eastern.” It was 
far ahead of its time; but it proved 
that more than 75 years ago men 
dared to build a boat which even 
now would be called of great size. 


The “Majestic” is longer than the 
Woolworth building is tall. 


The Great Eastern was launched 
in 1858. and made her first Atlantic 
voyage in 1860, The length was 679 
feet, more than twice that of other 
large steamers of the period. There 
were two big paddle-wheels driven by 
double-cylinder steam engines. In ad- 
dition there was a cast-iron screw 
propeller with four blades and with 
a diameter of 24 feet. The propeller 
weighed 36 tons, and was driven by 
steam engines even larger than those 
used for the paddle wheels. The gross 
tonnage was 18.915, and the boat was 
fitted to hold 3,600 passengers, along 
with a cargo of freight. 

The screw propeller alone was able 
to give a speed of nine knots, and 
with help of the paddles the rate was 
pushed up to 15 knots per hour. In 
her maiden Atlantic trip, she travel- 
ed from England to New York in 11 
days; and the return journey was 
made in nine days and 11 hours. 

The Great Eastern made eight more 


round-trip Atlantic voyages in the 
next few years, but was found ‘to be 
too expensive to keep in the passenger 
service. She was called “the wonder 
of the age,” but not enough persons 
took passage. The passengers num- 
bered hundreds, not thousands. In 
1865 and during later years, she was 
emnloyed in laying Atlantic cables. 

Other steamers, some with twin- 
screw propelers, were built; but 
many years passed before any other 
boat had a length as great as that 
of the Great Eastern. 

At the beginning of the present cen- 
tury. even longer liners were placed 
in Atlantic service. One of these. 
the Cedric, was launched in 1908 
end was just a foot loner than the 
Great Eastern. Another was the 
Mauretania, launched in 1907, with 
a length of 762 feet and a gross ton- 
nage above 30,000. The Mauretania 
made speed records which stood for 
many years: in 1910 she crossed the 
Atlantic (between New York and 
Queenstown, Ireland) in four days 
and 10 hours. 

In 1925 the longest steamship was 
the Maiestic. 2 German-built boat 
which had been taken over by. a 
British. company. With a length of 
956 feet, the Majestic was longer 
than the highest office building of 
1925 was tall. If it could have been 
stood on end, it would have towered 
above the Woolworth building. 

Even now the Majestic is the long- 
est ship in actual service, but a longer 
one, the Normandie, has been launch- 
ened another super-liner is being 
uilt.

RADIO OPERATORS 
ASK CLEAR BANDS 
FROM U.S. BODY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—@M)— 
The federal communications commis- 
sion was asked today by 13 licensees 
of clear channel broadcasting stations 
to formulate a fixed policy to keep 
those channels free of interference. 

Assurance of good reception to rural 
areas was the objective of the old 
radio commission in setting aside 40 
cleared channels, eight in each of five 
zones, and likewise was advanced by 
the petitioning stations as the basis 
of their request to head off any fur- 
ther breaking down of the cleared 
channels. 

The petition was filed by WSM, 
Nashville; KFI, Hollywood ; N, 
Chicago: WJR, Detroit: WLW. Cin- 
cinnati: WOAT, San Antonio: WSB, 
Atlanta; WFAA, Dallas: WBAP. Ft. 
Worth: WHAS. Louisville; KHAX. 
Hollywood; WHAM, Rochester, and 
WLS. Chicago. 

The 13 licensees asked that the 
FCC make a thorough study of the 
extent to which radio listeners, par- 
ticularly in rural areas, are depend- 
ent upon clear channe] stations, the 
extent to which such service should be 
protected from interference because of 
simultaneous operation of other sta- 
tions on the same channels, and pro- 
mulgate new regulations or clarifica- 
ce of existing rules on clear chan- 
nels.
